Second Meeting Between 
Company and Union 
Produces No Accord —

Switchboards. 


A general work stoppage of 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
employes in the St. Louis area 
began today, following failure yes- 
terday of company and union rep- 
resentatives to settle a dispute 
that arose Monday when four line- 
men refused to obey a foreman’s 
order to work atop telephone 
poles in the rain, 

The linemen contended that to 


work in the rain was dangerous 
and coptrary to accepted practice. 
The men were suspended and 
docked six hours’ pay by the fore- 
man, the union reported. 


The protest walkout occurred 
when officers of the CIO Commu- 
nications’ Worker? Union called 
a meeting at Kiel Auditorium at 
9 a.m. to make a report of their 
efforts to find a solution of the 
dispute. The union represents 
6000 telephone workers in the 
city, St. Louis county and East 
St. Louis. A majority of the union 
members responded to the meet- 
ing call, 

No Agreemgnt Reached. 

A second meeting between 

company and union representa- 
tives was held this morning at a 
downtown hotel, and broke up 
without a settlement being 
reached. Workers assembled at 
' ,the Auditorium were then in- 
structed to remain away from 
their jobs until told to return by 
their shop stewards and local 
officers. 
' Frank Lonergan, assistant di- 
rector of Communications Work- 
ers Union District 6, said shop 
stewards and local officers would 
meet at 9 a.m. tomorrow. This 
means that the telephone work- 
ers will remain away from their 
jobs at least until after that hour, 
Lonergan added. 

A company proposal to arbi- 
trate the linemen’s complaint was 
made in writing today and was 
transmitted to union attorneys at 
Washington for interpretation. 
There will be no local action on 
the proposal, nor further meet- 
ings of company and union repre- 
sentatives, until union counsel re- 
ports on the arbitration proposal, 
union officers said. 


Bosses at Switchboards. 

A company spokesman said 
non-dial telephones and toll calls 
were affected by the work stop- 
page. It was not expected there 
would be any interruption of dial 
service. Supervisors were man- 
ning switchboards for emergency 
service. 

Also joining in the meeting at 
Kiel Auditorium were the 500 
CIO union members employed by 
Western Electric Co., a subsidiary 
of American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. These employes install 
and maintain Southwestern Bell 
switchboards and man the West- 
ern Electric. warehouse at Boyle 
and Duncan avenues. 

At’ Jefferson City Gov. Forrest 
Smith said he planned no action 
in the telephone walkout until he 
receives official notice of the tie- 
up. He added he has issued no 
instructions to the State Board of 
Mediation in the matter.

Kraft was fired from his RFC 
job after he admitted in. testi- 
mony. before a Senate committee 
— he accepted a free fishing 

P as guest of American Litho- 
od. The company paid his $272 
expenses. 

Kraft testified that Blauner 
got him a job in Chicago. 

He said he knew Finnegan 

“slightly,” having met him. so- 
cially. Three or four times,’ Kraft 
related, he saw Finnegan in the 
St. Louis RFC office. 

Kraft told of a telephone mes- 
sage he received from Finnegan 
Oct. 25, 1949. In that eonversa- 
tion, Finnegan asked how the 
Lithofold loan “was coming 
along. 

Kraft said his answer was: “We 
are still waiting for information 
from Lithofold,” which had been 
requested two weeks earlier. 

A meeting Oct. 11, 1949, in the 
St. Louis office was described by 
Kraft and by the other witnesses. 

Charles M. Lee, counsel for 
the St. Louis RFC agency since 
1937, testified that the Oct, 11 
meeting was to discuss conditions 
of a $456,000 loan granted to 
Lithofold by RFC directors. 

Finnegan There, Counsel Says. 

“They (the Lithofold represent- 
atives) objected to many things 
and desired many amendments to 
the loan conditions,” Lee related. 
He said Finnegan took part in 
the meeting but had a minor role, 
Blauner, who did most of the 
talking, said the company needed 
“at least another $100,000,” Lee 
recalled. 

“I addressed a question to the 
Lithofold people,” Lee related, 
“as to whether Finnegan would 
prepare the papers consummating 
the loan. The answer was that 
the papers would be prepared by 
John Raeburn Green, who would 
give all legal opinions. Green 
would pass on technical matters. 

“As we left the room, Finnegan 
asked me how long it would take 
if amendments were offered to 
conditions of the loan. I told 
him it would take & wéek after: 
we got all information from Lith- 
ofold.” 

Then Lee, who’ was questioned 
by United States Attorney George | p 
L. Robertson, told of a meeting 
Jan. 31, 1950, in which details of 
disbursement of $446,000 in loans 
to Lithofold. were worked out. 

Asked what Finnegan said, Lee 
replied: “Mr. Finnegan made 
some complimentary. remarks 
about how we handled the loan.” 

‘Oil on Troubled Waters.’ 

Harry C. Blanton, cross-exam- 
ining the witness, said: “The only 
thing Finnegan did was to pour 
oil on troubled waters.” 

Then he asked: “Mr. Finnegan 
did not represent American Lith- 
ofold, did he?” — 

Lee replied: “I was told Mr. 
Finnegan would not’ be the one 
to give the legal opinion. I don’t 
know whether anything was said 
about his representing the com- 
pany.” 

“Did you know that Finnegan 
had borrowed money at the Tower 
Grove Bank and had put up 120 
shares of Lithofold stock as col- 
lateral?” Blanton inquired. Lee 
said he did not know that. 

Ervin’ C. Dickenhorst, loan ex- 
aminer for the RFC here since 
1932, testified that at the Oct. 11 
meeting Blauner objected to 
limiting salaries of his executives 
to $10,000 a year, as requested by 
RFC. Blauner objected “to high 
heaven,” saying he would lose his 
key men, Dickenhorst related.

Eisenhower's earlier work with 
the Battle Monuments Commis- 
sion, in France, gave him inti- 
mate knowledge of French ter- 
rain, climate, transportation nets. 
He prepared acounts of American 
operations from Channel ports to 
the Coblenz bridgehead. It was 
useful knowledge for June 6, 1944.

Arthur and Eisenhower, Ending 
his tour as Chief of Staff in 1935, 
MacArthur had this to say of his 
younger assistant:

in naval history said at the 
end of the nine-day  exer- 
cises yesterday that submarines 
clearly will be a continuing threat, 
but that unexpectedly great prog- 
ress has been made in welding 
the naval and air forces of the 
United States, Great Britain, 
France and Italy into an easily 
assembled united striking force. 

The naval leaders spoke to 
newspaper men after more than 
a week of uninterrupted battles 
between surface vessels and air- 
craft on one side, and airplanes 
and “10 to 40 submarines” repre- 
senting a considerably larger un- 
dersea force on the other. 

The submarines reported “kills” 
on an average of twice against 
almost all of the 200 large war- 
ships and cargo vessels in the ex- 
ercises. At the same time, how- 
ever, the defending forces claimed 
a similar frequency of kills 
against each of the submarines. 

Beyond conceding that sub- 
marines were still a notable men- 
ace, the naval men insisted that 
the underseas crafts’ high toll of 
planes killed could not be taken 
at face value as an indication of 
the precise gravity of the threat. 

No ‘Umpiring’ in Tests. 

The qualification did not mean 
that *the Allied naval and air 
leaders felt they had all their 
problems solved, Adm. Robert B. 
Carney told reporters. He is 
southern European commander of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization defense force. : 

“We did not try to umpire the 
maneuvers,” he explained. “They 
were held to train personnel of 
the four nations’ naval and air 
forces in joint operations.” 

Capt. Arnold F, Schade of 
Calistoga, Calif., said: 

“We weren’t trying to check 
claims and counter claims. We 
were trying to give both the sub- 
marines and the anti-submarine 
forces the maximum of tactical 
opportunity to meet for training 
purposes. 

“We virtually led the subma- 
rines to the convoys. Convoys 
did not use evasive routings. ... 
Any claimed destroyed subma- 
rine kept right on in operation.

Carney said commanders will 

start a study of results tomorrow. 


“But one conclusion is safe 
now,” he declared.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


There appears to be a relatively quick 
and simple way, probably less costly 
than some cther plans, by which the 
Daniel.Boone highway might be brought 
effectively inte downtown St. Louis. 

The Daniel Boone now is a divided 
highway (east and west traffic sepa- 
rated) as far as it comes east to Brent- 
wood boulevard. By thinking of it as 
a divided highway for the remainder of 
the’ distance, it could be continued thus: 

For westbound traffic, designate and 
connect as a one-way thoroughfare: 

Market street west to the Express 
highway and Clayton road, with a cut- 
off from Clayton road in vicinity of the 
old Terminal Reilroad tracks to an 
overhead connection with the Daniel 
Boone above Brentwood boulevard. 
Traffic separation by crossovers at 
Skinker and at Big Bend. 

For eastbound traffic, designate and 
connect as a one-way thoroughfare: 

The eastbound side of the Daniel 

Boone by overhead across Brentwood 
and along the state’s present right of 
way to a point west of Hanley, on Eager 
road, with cutoff to Dale avenue. 
» Dale avenue into and along Haw- 
thorne place where the old streetcar 
line ran, into Wise avenue, across it at 
an angle, to a cutoff through the back 
lot of St. M:.ry’s Hospital. 

Then into Oakland avenue at a point 
east of the hospital. following the old

Needed: For Safe Driving 


Missouri’s traffic laws are hardly in a better 
state than those of New York, where a Joint 
Legislative Committee calls them “an outdated 
jungle of confusion.” ; 

Bills have been introduced at both Albany 
and Jefferson City to enact improvements recom- 
mended by the National Conference on Street 


and Highway Safety in its Uniform Safety Code. . 


Placed before both Legislatures are measures 
to penalize “creepers,” to prohibit one car from 
following too closely upon another, to penalize 
“weaving” from one lane to another, and to clar- 
ify hand regulations. 

The support of law would also be given to the 
Missouri traffic regulation which forbids drivers 
to cross yellow lines in order to pass a car ahead. 


In addition, the Missouri Highway Commission 
would be empowered to establish speed limits of 
varying speeds wherever it deems advisable, 


Thus far, a new state driver’s license law 
which is an improvement over the old is all the 
traffic legislation that has come from the Mis- 
souril Legislature. 

Bills to effect most of the proposed reforms 
have been submitted by Representative Joseph 
N. Brown, of Greene county, a Republican, and 
Representative F. E. Robinson, of Knox county, 
a Democrat. These bills have been passed by 
the Missouri House and are pending in the 
Senate. ' 

A bill to make Missouri hand signals conform 
to those of other states has been proposed by 
Representative Olen R. Deckerd, of Douglas 
county. This bill, passed earlier by the House, 
has just been passed by the Senate, and goes 
back to the House for acceptance of Senate 
changes. : 

At present Missouri’s hand signal for “left 
turn” is the signal used for “stop” in the rest of 
the country—the arm held out below horizontal. 
The Missouri signal for “stop” is the one used 
elsewhere for “left turn”’—the arm held out 
horizontal. 

All these bills contain some provisions that 
are of debatable value, but surely the improve- 
ments we have mentioned should meet with 


- pretty general agreement. 


The desirability of dealing with the dangerous 
creeper as well as with the dangerous speeder 
must have occurred to everyone who has ever 
ceme upon one. of these barely-moving road- 
blocks in his path. The New York Legislative 
Committee said that drivers who travel 15 miles 
an hour on 50-mile-an-hour highways have been 
responsible for many fatal accidents by impeding 
traffic. a 

Rayburn Hoffmann, secretary-manager of the 
Safety Council of Greater St. Louis, says it is 
“generally accepted that creepers are the causes 
of some of our worst accidents, especially on 
hills, and especially when the creepers are big 
trucks.” 

Destruction of life and property is not the only 
evil consequence of confused and obsolete traf- 
fic laws, though it is in itself a sufficient reason 
for action. Congestion is made worse, traffic is 
delayed, the cost of operating a car is increased, 
and disrespect for law is engendered, as the 
New York Joint Committee points out. 

A thorough overhaul of traffic legislation in 
Missouri and Missouri cities would alleviate, not 
only the toll of lives and limbs, but such prob- 
lems as St. Louis now faces respecting parking 
and the operation of its street transit system. 
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Parents on the Job 


A Ladue parents’ committee has turned in a 
report recommending strongly against allowing 
fraternities and sororities in the district's first 
high: school, the Horton Watkins, which will 
open next fall. The 10 parents on this com- 
mittee, all of whom have children in Ladue 
grade schools, are to be commended for fore- 
sight in taking this question up well ahead of 
time and for the wisdom they have shown in 
their decision. 

Sororities and fraternities in colleges and uni- 
versities ure still the subject of much debate. 
There are those critics who say their liabilities 
offset their benefits. But little doubt exists that 
secret Greek-letter societies exert a harmful 
influence in high schools where the pupils are 
more immature and more easily influenced than 
are college students. 

The California State Supreme Court, in ruling 
against high school fraternities, commented: 
“Such societies tend to engender an undemo- 
cratic spirit of caste, to promote cliques, and to 
foster contempt for school authority.” 

The Ladue parents’ committee, in addition to 
citing such high school groups as undesirable, 
has suggested a beneficial and well-tried sub- 
stitute for them in the form of well-organized 
clubs under school sponsorship and leadership. 

It also asks that a firm stand against high 
school sororities and fraternities be taken by the 
Ladue Board of Education, by the parents’ 
organization that will be formed when Horton 
Watkins opens and by the parents themselves as 
individuals. The response ought to be a 100 
per cent backing of the parents’ committee.

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One Down, One to Go 

The Elliott anti-gambling bill which Gov. 
Smith has signed into law will go a long way 
toward eliminating “safe” jurisdictions for the 
commercial gambler. This is because the new 
law gives outstate law enforcement officers the 
same broad powers to seize gambling equipment 
under a search warrant as that previously pos- 
sessed solely by St. Louis police. 

Gamblers aware of the old law's loophole 
were tempted to set up shop in St. Louis and 
Jefferson counties. This was close enough to 
the bulk of their patrons, yet safely distant from 
the jurisdiction of Police Capt. Joseph Wren’s 
St. Louis gambling squad. Even when such 
establishments were raided, the gamblers fre- 
quently won suppression of evidence on the 
ground it was illegally seized. Happily, those 
days appear to be gone forever. 

Another anti-gambling measure awaits Gov. 
Smith’s signature. This one, which might well 
be called the Chamier bill, outlaws the sale, 
storage, or transportation of all kinds of gam- 
bling devices within Missouri. When the Gov- 
ernor signs it, slot-emachine owners will be 
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What’s Wrong in France? . 
A relatively obscure politician, Antoine Pinay, 


strongly opposed to French participation 
present European defense plan. Also, 

his domestic political notions are strongly 
sented by the badly divided majority of French 
voters and politicians. But even if the General 
were to accommodate himself to present poli- 
cies, there would be trouble—and plenty of trou- 
ble—in Paris. 

Wilfrid Baumgartner, governor of the Bank 
of France, has notified President Auriol that it 
is no longer possible to support the government 
by loans. The legal simit on borrowing from the 
national bank has been reached. France has also 
just about reached the limit of its credit in the 
European Payments Union. And once again the 
franc is in serious inflationary trouble. Wages 
are falling farther behind prices. Speculation is 
almost out of hand. 

Credit restrictions and heavier taxes are es- 
sential. But France has not shown the same taste 
as Great Britain for even-handed austerity. Most 
French revenues come from indirect taxes which 
fall most heavily on the hard-up classes. In 
1949, the last year for which official figures are 
‘at hand, only 17 per cent or the government’s 
revenues came from income, taxes. The United 
States Treasury got more than 80 per cent of its 
income from this source. 

So the extra money needed for the Indochi- 


‘nese war, the European defense program and 


other purposes cannot very well be obtained by 
just a percentage increase in present taxes. The 
entire French system of taxation needs an over- 
hauling. Above all, there must be an end to tax 
dodging. This is not easy for any government. 
Yet Pierre Courant, the last minister of the 
budget, points out that France is far from im- 
poverished. Much wealth is being hoarded; more 
is in hiding overseas. And France has the natu- 
ral resources to support perhaps the richest 
economy in Europe. 

Unfortunately, the French in the last few 
years have not been able to agree on a govern- 
ment capable of bringing all these resources to 
the support of the nation. Until a greater spirit 
of solidarity and sacrifice manifests itself in 
French politics, the prospect must be gloomy. 
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Missouri’s Democrats Ask for It 

The unequal congressional redistricting bill, 
which puts cut-rate ballots in the hands of the 
voters of St. Louis and St. Louis county, now 
bears the signature of Gov. Smith. 

Is this the end of the long partisan contro- 
versy? Probably not at all. The prospect now 


is that the Republicans, who were short-changetl © 


along with the urban voters, will-take the issue 
to the people. If they obtain the required num- 
ber of referendum signatures, the gerryman- 
dered districts will be submitted to the voters 
next November for approval or rejection. 

This means there is a strong possibility that 
Missouri’s 11 new Congressmen will be elected 
at large and not by districts. If that happens 
and if the. state goes Republican, as it might, 
and all the present Democratic members lose 
their seats, the selfish, grasping Democratic 
leadership at Jefferson City will have only itself 
to blame. 

That is exactly what happened to the Repub- 
licans when Missouri went down this very same 
partisan road in 1932. How can politicians, 
who are supposed to live by their wits, be so 
witless? 


A Vote for Hypocrisy 

The Senate Expenditures Committee has 
voted 7 to 5 against the reorganization plan for 
the Internal Revenue Bureau. This is a vote 
for pure hypocrisy, but fortunately the Senate 
can forget about it. 

The reorganization plan will go into effect 
automatically by March 14, unless 49 Senators 
vote to reject it. Are there 49 Senators who 
want to be responsible for killing a long-heeded 
reform? 

By taking the tax bureau out of politics and 
putting it under civil service, the reorganization 
plan would help prevent tax scandals. The King 
subcommittee which studied tax evasions made 
that plain. And many Senators have declaimed 
loudly about tax scandals—including some of 
the. five Republicans and two Democrats who 
voted in committee against doing anything about 
such evils. 

If it seems strange for Senators to talk one 
way and vote another, Senate discussion shows 
what is bothering them. They are jealous of 
losing their political patronage in appointing 
tax collectors. They talk of virtue but think 
patronage is its own reward. 

This attitude is too ridiculous to fool the 
public. The next eight days will show whether 
there actually are 49 Senators who would put 
politics above the integrity of the federal tax 
system—and above their own high-sounding 
protestations. 


= = 
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Change of Heart 
Gov. Smith says the big oil and truck com- 
panies had a ehange of heart, which made it 
easier to pass his road program raising gasoline 
and truck taxes. Whatever happened to the 
corporate hearts, the change would make sense. 


The oil and truck lobbyists were so blatant in 
opposing even modest. efforts to increase high- 
way revenue that they did little good for the 
reputation: of the industries which paid them. 
Moreover, where the lobby succeeded the roads 
suffered. And bad roads do not encourage the 


' gale of gas or movement of trucks. 


Many years ago the lobbyists were on the 
right side of road issues. If, as the Governor 
says, the oil and truck firms are now advocating 
more highway construction, they could be valu- 
able allies in the cause of good roads. This 
would be a sweet conversion, to which Missouri 
would say amen.

Close the Tax Loopholes 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


AFL official thinks at least five billion dollars are lost through 
holes Congress put in tax law; these benefit higher income groups 
almost entirely; nation cannot afford such big loss of revenue; 
he urges tax changes to help meet grave national deficit. 


Matthew Woll, Vice President, AFL, in The American Federationist — 


- Almost 20,000,000 taxpayers with in- 
comes of ‘less than $3000 will be paying 
approximately three and one-half billion 
dollars—an average of $177 each—in fed- 
eral income tax under the 1951 tax law. 


Savings among these lowincome tax- 
payers are inconsequential. Millions of 
them report negative savings—they are not 
able to save but have gone into debt. 


On the other hand, 24,000,000 taxpayers 
at income levels above $3000 yearly ac- 
counted for virtually 
all of the estimated 
19 billion in savings 
during 1951. 


Simple arithmetic 
as well as tax equity 
would seem to ar- 
gue for securing a 
greater proportion of 
present and future 
tax revenue from 
taxpayers in these 
income. groups—par- 
ticularly from those 
in the groups earn- 
ing above $5000. . 

Federal tax policy 
as determined b 
Congress since the end of World War II 
has combined with state and local tax 
policies to throw an increasingly heavy 
burden on taxpayersin low-income groups.

Inequities in the Law , 


Under the 1951 act a single taxpayer at 
the $3000 income level with one dependent 
will pay the same amount of tax that the 
head of a household with one dependent 
or a married couple filing a joint return 
would pay. At $5000 and at levels above 
$5000, the single person now pays more. 

The tax saving resulting from the in- 
come-splitting provision was approved by 
Congress in 1948. Since this provision 
operates to cause the loss of two and one- 
half billion dollars in revenue yearly at 
present rates, representing a saving of a 
like amount to taxpayers in the income 
groups above $5000, it is clear how Con- 
gress has done violence to the “equality 
of sacrifice” principle enunciated by Pres- 
ident Truman in 1950. 

The income-splitting provision represents 
one of the greatest inequities in the pres- 
ent revenue law; it might be termed a 
major tax loophole. However, it is by no 
means the only one. 

Under special depletion allowance pro- 
visions, owners of oil and mineral proper- 
ties are allowed to deduct more than orig- 
inal cost of properties. Percentage deple- 
tion continues for the life of the property 
and frequently results in tax-free recovery 
of many times the cost of such property. 

Furthermore, the benefits from per- 
centage depletion are increased under pro- 
visions in the law which permit costs of 


eprecia- 


tion allowances. 
Trusts Favorable Treatment 


Revenue loss through the operation of 
the depletion allowance provision is esti- 
mated at more than $750,000,000 annually. 

In 1949 only 2 per cent of the 
internal revenue came from estate 
gift taxes, as contrasted to 7 per cent 
1939. Both President Truman and 
Treasury have recommended several times 
that a substantial portion of 
revenue be obtained by 
strengthening estate and gift taxes.

Senator Humphrey in his statement on 
the Revenue Act of 1951 enumerated at 
length the loopholes Congress had failed 
to close and referred in detail to the many 
new loopholes which were later approved 
by Congress. The Senator urged that Con- 
gress fake action to recapture the billions 
of dollars in revenue that are being lost. 


Invitation to Evasion 


In addition, he pointed out that failure 
of Congress to make provision for with- 
holding of dividends and corporation bond 
interest would result in the continued loss 
of $300,000,000 annually in revenue. On 
the proposal to legalize family partner- 
ships, Senator Humphrey made this perti 
nent comment: 


“An alarming tendency is developing to 
open loopholes for the future principally 
by letting people split incomes and enlarg- 
ing and extending the privilege of paying 
capital gain rates on half of the income a 
person gets from certain kinds of transac- 
tions. It is bad enough to create a loop- 
hole by act of Congress. This partnership 
provision reaches a new high—or low. It 
opens a loophole—of dubious merit—for 
the future, retroactively extending that 
loophole back 13 years into the past.” 


‘In his comments on the provisions gov- 
erning capital gains, percentage depletion 
ana special exemptions, the Senator also 
most effectively summarized public inter- 
est and alarm at the loopholes which were 
sanctioned by Congress when he declared: 


“The provisions which are objectionable 
can be spotted easily in the bill even by 
the layman. Where a section refers to 
capital gains, percentage depletion or ex- 
emptions, the likelihood is that one tax- 
payer or a small group of taxpayers is be- 
ing allowed to convert ordinary income into 
capital gains, or is being permitted a dou- 
ble deduction for depletion, or is being 
exempted from a share of the ‘tax load. 


“We cannot afford to indulge in these 
practices. Experience in foreign countries 
provides ample evidence that a tax system 
will quickly me discredited and whole- 
sale non-compliance and tax evasion will 
be invited. This is the road to inflation 
and national bankruptcy.” 


25 Billions in Revenue 


The story of the failure of the Eighty- 
second Congress to enact an adequate and 
equitable tax law is now well known. 
President Truman requested 10 billion in 
additional taxes. Congress approved 
Revenue Act estimated to yield four bil- 
lion, four hundred million dollars short of 
the amount requested. In the interval, fed- 
eral expenditures have increased. The 
deficit for fiscal 1953 is estimated at four- 
teen billion dollars. Even if economies are 
made, additional revenue will be needed.

The collection 
was described as the most im- 
portant addition to the society’s 
library in more than 40 years. 

Conors include Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank Mesker, 4498 Lindell boule- 
vard, and their sons and daugh- 
ters-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Francis 
A. and John Mesker, both of Old 
Jamestown road, St. Louis county. 

“The many rare items in this 
generous gift should prove of 
great benefit to historians and 
other authors using our research 
facilities to study the growth of 
St. Louis and the nation,” it was 
pointed out by United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore, 
president of the society, in mak- 
ing the announcement. 

Among Rare Items. 

One of the rarest pieces of 
Americana, “Three Years Among 
the ._Indians and Mexicans,” by 
Gen. Thomas James, is in the 
Mesker collection, Charles - van 
Ravenswaay, director of the so- 
ciety, said. The book, 130 pages 
in length, was published in 1846 
at Waterloo, Ill.

Ties That Are Not Tight. 


On the Democratic side, there 
is the all-out contest, both for 
delegates and in the preference 
vote, between President Truman 
and Senator Estes Kefauver of 
Tennessee.

A. Farley, former National De .o- 
cratic Chairman, Postmaster Gen- 
eral and formidable political 
figure in early Roosevelt regime 
days; but that offers no real tests. 

A Midwest Governor who may 
loom large eventually at the Dem- 
ocratic convention in the event 
the President does not run again, 
Gov. Adlai %. Stevenson of IIli- 
nois, is not entered, except for a 
single delegate who favors him. 
Nor is Gov. Stevenson entered in 
any other primaries. 


Generally in the primaries 
there is only a small proportion 
of total convention delegates who 
are pledged, and irf most of these 
cases the ties are not tight. 


Douglas-Bennett Proposal. 


In the last three Congresses 
there has been pending a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment, 
sponsored by present Senator 
Smathers (Dem.), Florida, previ- 
usly a House member, for a na- 
tional preferential primary in 
which voters generally could ex- 
press their preference for candi- 
dates. 

Meanwhile, Senator Douglas 
(Dem.), Illinois, and Representa- 
tive Bennett (Dem.), Florida, 
jointly are promoting a similar 
bill that would provide for agree- 
ments with the states, themselves, 
to set up identical primary sys- 
tems that would give a national 
preference ‘vote. The Attorney 
General would be charged with 
putting the system into effect.

Results That Mean Little. 


In New Hampshire, for in-

The ideal way, and that holds 
only in Oregon, would be for the 
statewide preference vote itself 
to determine whom the state’s 
delegates would support for Pres- 
ident at the conventions. Yet, in 
New Hampshire, delegates for 
Gen. Eisenhower, who are for the 
most part outstanding and well- 
known figures, will get votes on 
that basis from some people who, 
according to the trend of the 
hectic campaign there, then will 
turn around and vote for Senator 
Taft on the preferential ballot. 
This produces a divided result 
that does not mean much, and 
certainly gives no direction for 
the later convention. 


Independents Lose Out. 


More and more in our elections 
the so-called “independent vote” 
is presumably increasing in size 
and importance. However, in 
New Hampshire, as in other states, 
independents tend to stay out of 
party primary elections because 
they thereby lose their indepen- 
dent status. 

Thereafte> they would have to 
vote in the election the party 
ticket they voted in the primary 
unless they go through devious 
procedure to change their alliance 
in the general election. And then 
the shift only can be to the other 
party and not back to their in- 
dependent status.

Estter Ways? 

HERE must be better ways 
T of picking an All-America 

team. It probably isn’t prac 
ticable to limit voting to an 
exclusive group. But there 
could be other limitations, such 
as allowing only one or two 
pivot men to each All-America 
first team, regardless of the 
voting. And perhaps selectors 
should be asked to vote only 
for five men. When more are 
required to be listed for second 
and third teams, the tendency 
grows to adopt the scoring 
standard. 

Blair Gullion, Washington 
University’s veteran coach, 
agrees that there should be 
some wider critical gauge for 
All-America voting. 

“There seems to be a single 
criterion—scoring,” said Gul- 
lion. “You might go so far 
as to have two pivot players on 
‘an All-America team, but no 
more.” 

Gullion suggested that voters 
should be advised to judge All- 
America candidates on the basis 
of qualities a coach would seek 
when he sets out to build a 
team. 

“Those qualities are fairly 
standard,” Gullion said. “First 
you look for the pivot man, of 
course. Then you need a for- 
ward who, besides being big 
enough to alternate at pivot 
and to defend against the rotat- 
ing pivot, should be a fair scor- 
er. Then you need a forward 
with speed for the quick break, 
then a guard who is a play- 
maker, then another guard who 
is a good outside hitter.” 

Defensive qualities would be 
additional points, Gullion 
added

The Nagging Wife

AGGING is an old story, but as long as marriage exists, 
N I’m afraid it won’t go out of date. 

. You remember the young mother who was chagrined 
when the physician prescribed castor oil for her baby. “But 
isn’t castor oil rather old-fashioned?” she expostulated. 

“No more than babies, madam,” the physician replied. 

Nagging is in the same class. It’s no more out of date 
than is marriage. Public opinion surveys report that husbands 
list it as the number one complaint against their wives; and 
Mrs. W.’s husband is no exception. “He told me last night 
that I was becoming a chronic nagger,” she writes. ‘What 
am I going to do?”

THE BEST THING to do would be to stop nagging, Mrs. 
W. But I suppose you'll say you don’t know how. That’s a 
real problem, 

I thought it might be worth while to see what some of 
my professional colleagues suggested, so I examined seven of 
the standard books on marriage. Two of them had no index 
—a cheap and lazy ommission that is too common in good 
books nowadays. The other five didn’t even have the word 
“nagging” in the index, though they offered me information 
about marriage customs of the Mundugumor and the Ara- 
pesh, and other primitive tribes of which you never heard. 

Maybe that’s one reason why the divorce rate is not drop- 
ping. The textbooks tell young people about the Mundugumor 
and Arapesh, but don’t tell them what a husband should do to 
stop a nagging wife, or what a wife should do to get her 
husband to take her out more frequently. 

Nagging is a habit, a point of view on life, which may 
color all daily existence. In the Johnson Temperament Analy- 
sis—the best of the scientific rating scales to measure the 
traits of temperament—the nagging and fault-finding tendency 
is called “critical.” My colleague, Dr. R. H. Johnson at the 
American Institute of Family Relations, has prepared a mimeo- 
graphed sheet of suggestions on how to improve this critical 
tendency.

MEANWHILE, MRS. W., instead of asking how to stop, 
begin by asking, “Why do I nag?” Maybe it’s merely to make 
yourself feel important and put your husband in the wrong. 
Maybe it’s merely to cover up your own inefficiency or lack 
of planning. 

Then ask yourself, “Am I getting satisfactory results by 
my nagging?” Of course you aren’t, so you should be smart 
enough to stop and figure out some other way to get the 
resultS you want. : 

One of the best ways is to have a family council and agree 
on a division of labor around the house. Decide what each 
person’s responsibilities will be; then each should live up to 
his duties and leave the others alone. Try that for a month, 
Mrs. W., and see if you don’t get more fun out of life.

To “Dance to His Tune.” 


HATEVER the variations of 
wording, whether it be danc- 
' ing to someone’s tune or 
pipe or whistle, the phrase re- 
mains an allusion to following 
someone else’s lead, and with the 
implication of subservience, that 
is, doing as one is told because 
one ig compelled to do s0. 
Schiller, the German poet writ- 
ing in the eighteenth century, 
brought this out in his descrip- 
tion of a man of character as one 
who will: 
‘not dance 
To every tune of every minister. 
It goes against his nature—he 
cannot do it.” ' 


The expression is an old one, 
with a record in print for over 
400 years in the various forms 
mentioned here. 

Heywood included ft in his

going out. In this case it may be 
better than the black three. If 
later the opponents get the pack, 
there will be nothing they can 
do with that seven. They can 
hardly have any way to meld it 
when you have already completed 
a canasta of sevens—and in that 
way it will serve the double pur- 
pose of saving the pack on this 
turn, and preventing the oppo- 
nents from going out too quickly 
if they get the pack later. 

Question: Recently you stated 
that a discard might not be taken 
back under any circumstances. I 
think this was too broad a atate- 
ment. What about the case where 
a player inadvertently discards 
more than one card? Or suppose 
a player attempted to discard a 
red three. 

Answer: I think you will find, 
if you refer back to the original 
question, that I stated that no 
legal discard could ever be with- 
drawn. The cases you cite involve 
illegal discards. A red three may 
never be discarded, nor is it ever 
legal to discard more than one 
card. In the latter case, the ex- 
cess card(s) must remain-on the 
table as a penalty card. Player 
must either meld or discard such 
card at his next turn.

Ideas for Cooking Fish Fillets 


There's a Recipe, For Example, That Uses Spinach 


By Hoyt Alden 


HERE are a lot of men in this 
T country who only have to hear 

the words, “fish fillets” and 
they go to pieces. Break out in 
cold sweats and start shaking all 
over. ‘ . 

Not because they’re allergic to 
fish fillets. They’re just allergic 
to what the Little Woman does 
with them. She coats them with a 
tasteless batter and fries them in 
the skillet and they have all the 
flavor and appeal of fried blot- 
ters. Sometimes the Little Woman 
bakes them. This offers a varia- 
tion, in that they taste like baked 
wallboard. 

The only hope for men who suf- 
fer from this malady is to clip the 
following recipe and leave it ly- 
ing around where the Litte Wom- 
an can see it. In case the Little 
Woman can’t read, then he can 
try it himself, which might be a 
good idea anyway. 

Like this: Cook a package of 
frozen chopped spinach according 
to directions on the carton, and 
then drain it thoroughly. Now 
saute a tablespoon of minced on- 
ion in a third of a cup of butter 
until the onion is golden brown. 
Then blend in a third of a cup of 
flour, add a half cup of rich milk, 
a half cup of chicken stock 
(canned broth may be used) and a 
half cup of white wine, preferably 
Sauterne. Cook it and stir it con- 
stantly until the sauce thickens. 

Now add the spinach, along 
with two slightly beaten egg 
yolks, and season it with a dash 
of nutmeg and salt and pepper to 
taste. 

Now arrange your fish fillets in 
a single layer in a greased baking 
dish. Spread the sauce over them 
and sprinke the works with grated 
cheese and a little paprika. Bake 
it in a moderate oven for about 
25 minutes, or until the fish flakes 
when tested with a fork.

HERE IS A somewhat simpler 
recipe for fish fillets. It’s fillet 
of flounder in tomato sauce. Like 
this: 

Mince an onion and a green 
pepper and cook them in a little 
butter until they’re soft. Then cut 
up six tomatoes and add them to 
the onions and peppers. Let it all 
simmer for about 10 minutes. 

Then stir two tablespoons of 
flour into three tablespoons of 
cream, making a paste. Add it to 
the sauce and cook it a little 
longer. : If it’s too dry, add a little 
tomato juice. Bring it to the boil, 
pop in your fillets (this recipe is 
for four) and cook them for about 
10 emo a 


FEW SOUPS are more famous 
than minstrone, and few soups 
have been so badly mishandled.

Your Food Problems — 
Simple Cake Decorations 


M. Barber 


N THIS busy life today, few of 
Jus have the time or’ desire to 

Uecorate cakes elaborately. ... 
Flowers and figures are a matter 
for a professional and we call on 
one, perhaps, for a wedding or 
anniversary cake: At home, how- 
ever, we can add a touch of inter- 
est by using simple decorations 
for a birthday cake or one for a 
special occasion. 


After a ‘large cake has been 
frosted, nut meats may be ar- 
ranged in a pattern interspersed 
if you like with candied cherries. 
Instead, colored sugar or choco- 
late shot may be used. Unsweet- 
ened chocolate melted‘with butter 
may be dribbled over white frost- 
ing after it is set. Tiny colored 
candies or small chocelate rounds 
are also favorite decorations. 


Little cakes’ are usually more 
satisfactorily frosted with an un- 
cooked frosting. Sifted confec- 
tioners’ sugar stirred to a paste 
with hot milk or blended with 
softened butter may be used. If 
yYgu want really fancy cakes, the 
cake mixture may be baked in a 
Shallow pan and cut into squares, 
rectangles or triangles . after. the 
cake is cool. They should then 
be arranged on a cake cooler, set 
on a tray. A_ special type of 
cooked frosting is then prepared 
ahd this is poured carefully over 
the row of cakes. Any frosting 
that drips through the cake rack 
onto the tray, may be scraped and 
re-melted. Aftér the frosting has 
partially dried, the cakes may be 
decorated. Sometimes a little col- 
oring is stirred into the frosting.
